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1. Ha jndskeér today is a complete camp complex made up of three parts and ~~ 
oe numerous barrack groups. Hungarian units are stationed here perman ently, — 
ae and a minimum of 4,000 to 5,000 Soviet troops wHich have been detailed here 
from different uiits, are always present. Since the end of April 1952, the 
Soviet troops relieve each other at intervels of two weeks. The arms of ~~ 
service of the Red Army represented include artillery, armored, mortar, and, - 
in emaller numbers, infantry. m 
2. Since 1 July 1952, extensive maneuvers of Soviet and Hungarian troops have 
been carried out at Hajméskér. During these maneuvers, an attack was made: on 
the eastern and southern shores of Lake Balaton, after which the troops moved 
south, Extensive troop movements in this area were ascertained during these 
weeks. , t ; 


3. In connection with the cantonments in the Hajmiskér area, 1¢ should be: mentioned 
that extensive road building and-enlargement of depots and quarters have been 
carried out during the past year. A new connecting road has béen built throwgh | 
the position. This road begins at the village df Osku, 14 kilometers northeast 
of Veszprém, and rune southvard from the old réad between the old road thd the 
locality of Sély, 10 kilometers northeast of Veszprém. It joins the o1& road © 
2.5 kilometers south of the military base. There is also a so-called “northern 
road” which runs along the northern side of the military base end unites = 
Hajudekér end Oskii. This road is blocked at present end used only by the military. 
The National Engineering Construction Enterprise has been engaged for months in — 
laying new water lines and other works at the base. 
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Plans were worked out in the spring of 1951 for a new loading platform, 

having a side remp 80 meters long and 20 meters wide, The National Bridge- 
Building Enterprise was commissioned to build it. The ramp is on the siding 
Aeading from the Haiméskér Yallway station. It is wed only by the military. 
A120 meter extension of the siding was ordered, “ao that a front ramp can also 
be built. 


A castle, 20 meters wide and 72 meters long, and a smaller farm building are ~ 
used as permanent ammunition magazines. These structures are cut off from the 
rest of the camp by a high stone wall. The front corners have bastion-like 
towers which serve as ammmition storage, Large quantities of artillery ammni- 
tion are frequently unloaded at the Hajmdiskér railway station, While the un- ~ 
leading is going on, the area is vinged off at a considerable eclireuit by Soviet 
guards. Highway traffie is prohibited during these periods. The stocks on hand 
at any time cannot be estimated because of the very strong control main- 
tained, and also because regular sharpshooting exercises ‘are earried owt the year 
avound by the Soviet and Hungarian troops. It can, however, be said with certainty 
thet no ammunition reserves for the ‘evént of war are stored here. ‘The ammunition 
is for training purposes, In the southern pert of the camp complex there is an” 
open amumition depot which is shut off by an artificial protective wall and wire 
fenee. 


Tn the camp there are wndergrownd gasoline tanks of unknown capacity. ‘The fuel 
is delivered here from Pét (sic) 3 32 three-ton tank cars are employed in trans 
porting the gasoline and oils.
